S.R.O, 214 — In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 12 of 1924), the Can- 
tonment Bord, AmiitSLir, with the previous sanction of the 
Central Government, hereby imposes octroi on the entry, 
into the limits of Amritsar Cantonment, of poods specified 
in Column (2) of the Schedule annexed hereto for consump- 
tion, tise or sale thereof, at the rates specified in the corres- 
ponding entries in Column (3) or Column (4) of the said 
Schedule, as the case may be. 

2. Octroi shall be calculated on the gross weight of the 
consignment including packing drums and other articles 
used til packing : 

Provided that no octroi shall be calculated on the gross 
weight of the consignment in the case of goods in respect of 
which octroi is leviable ad valorem or by volume. 

3. No octroi shall be levied and collected on the entry of
